FIRE IN A MANSION, 


Narrow Escape of Two Young Ladies— 
Valiuabie Works of Art Destroyed. 

New York, March 12.—Two young ladies 
were in peril, and valuable works of art, 
bric-a-brac, tapestries and furniture in dan- 
ger of complete destruction, last night at 
849 Fifth avenue, the home of Mr. Thomas 
Rutter, the Front street tea merchant. The 
nouse is one of the finest on the avenue, 
ahd its valine, together with the contents, is 
certainly $200,u0. At 6:15 o’clock the 
elder Miss Rutter returned from a walk 
and went to her apafiment on the rear 
of the third floor. Taking°a nigtch. 
she struck it to light a gas jet near 
one of the windows. As it. burst into 
flame the head of the match broke off and 
fell on the window bangings, which were of 
tapestry. Miss Rutter tried to putout the 
flames, but ber cluak caught fire She lost 
her presence of mind, and was rushing from 
the room when her sister, who had heard 
her cry when the match set fire to the cur- 
tains, ran into the room, stopped her, 
wrapped an article of apparel round her, and 
led her into the corridor. An alarm was 
given from signal box, No. 583 just as Mr 
Rutter entered the house. He ordered water 
to be carried up-stairs, but before any had 
Seen taken there a line of hose was 
stretched to the third floor,. and in ten 
minutes the fire was out. Just as the fire- 
men were about to leave, fire was discov- 
ered between the ceiling of Miss Rutter’s 
room anda billiard room above. This was 
put outin afew moments. Before the fire 
Miss Rutter’s room was the prettiest in the 
hous@. The walls were literally covered 
with paintings and brackets, on which 
stood all sorts of art treasures. Everything 
in the room was destroyed, and an ad- 
joining room, a hall bedroom, in which 
were many art treasures and bric-a-brac 
was reached by the flames. Below, reception 
rooms and the drawing-room—an apar*ment 
twenty by one hundred feet—were damaged 
by water, and the frescoing will bave to be 
replaced, The billiard room was slightly 
damaged. The police estimate the loss at 
$7,000, but this does not represent the actual 
joss at Mr. Rutter’s valnation. Many

CAPTURED AT LAST, 


A Much Needed Man Picked Up on the 
Fly By the Proper Authurities.

THE CHURCHES OF ATLANTA, 


Their Capacity, Attendance, Pastors 
and Salaries. 

There are no statistics at hand to show 

how the church-going population of Atlan- 

ta compare, in point of numbers, with that 

of similar size, but 

certainly as regards. the number 


and elegance of 


of worship there is nothing which the most 
enthusiastic could complain of. There are 
in the city forty eight churches, many of 
them handsome specimensof architectural! 
design. There is ecarcely a portion of the 
city which is neglected or where the would- 
be follower of Christ cannot go and hear 
the gospel preached. Thecolored people 
are well provided fer, twenty of the 
churches mentioned above being devoted 
to thatrace. The churches are divided as 
follows: 

Seven white Baptist, and eleven colored 
Baptist, one Christian, one colored Congre- 
gationalist, three Episcopal, one Jewish, 
one Lutheran, cue Northern Methodist, 
seven white Methodist and six colored 
Methodist, one Methodist Protestant, three 
white Presbyterian and twocolored Presby- 
terian, two Roman Catholic and one 
Universalist. In addition t6 these churches 
there is one Young Men’s Christian asso- 
ciation and quite a numberof other socie- 
ties and organizations of a_ religious 
character and aim So it will be 
seen that Atlantaif not so bad after alli. 
The salaries of mostof the ministers are 
fully equal to the needs of their positions, 
several receiving salaries that almost touch 
that of the governor of thestate. The 
ministers are, however, generally exceed- 
ingly modest in their expenditures, and 
many devote a large share of their funds to 
thé alleviation of the suffering of the poor 
inthe city. The reporter has in his mind's 
eye now a minister whose salary is between 
two and three thousand dollars, more than 
half of which is devoted tothe cause of 
charity. 

The highest salary received by any min. 
ister in the city is received by Dr. W E 
Boggs, pastor of the Central Presbyterian 
church, who is paid $3,000 per annum and 
the use of a parsonage, which would read- 
ily rent for $600 per annum, making his 
salary virtually $3 600 perannoum, This is 
exceeded only by Rt. Rev. Bishop John W. 
Beckwith, Episcopal bishop of this diocese, 
who receives $4 000 per annum. 

Rev. R. C. Foute, rector of St. Puillip’s 
Episcopal church, receives $2,500 per annum 
and arectory which would reat for $800. 

Rev. D W. Gwin, pastor of the First Bap- 
tistchurch, receives a salary of $2,500. 

Rey. A. T. Spalding, pastor of the Second 
Baptist church, is paid $2540. 

Kev. J. H Martin, pastor of the First 
Presbyterian, has asalary of $2,500. 

Rev. John W. Heidt, of Trinity, enjoys a 
salary of $2,300. 

Rev. Ciement A. Evans, of the First 
Methodist, receives $2,000 and a parson
